The debate on Tuesday evening at the meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue on the Rabbinate question cannot be said to have quite 
risen to the occasion. An entire half of the time devoted to the discussion 
was consumed by the minor question of the distribution of voting power. <As 
the United Synagogue pays four-fifths of the salary of the Chief Rabbi, it is 
equitable that its voting power should be proportionate. The far more 
important principles embodied in the Report of the Executive Committee

- were passed with scarcely a remark. There is some reason to fear that 


primary consideration will be given to the purely “ ecclesiastical ” functions 
of the Second Dayan, and that the *‘ parish” work which a zealous man can 
and should discharge among the foreign Jews in the Kast Hind will be more 
or less sacrificed to those functions. Some significant words were uttered 
by Mr. Noah Davis with regard to personal decisions by the Chief 
Rabbi. Such a power is unknown in any important community outside 
London, and Jewish history and tradition are against it. The Committee 
of Preachers should develope into an important body, making its influence 


felt more and more as it finds itself backed up by the public opinion of the 


community. Mr. Louis Davidson did wisely in accepting the concession of 
this Committee in all good faith. Lord Rothschild and the other members 
of the Executive of the United Synagogue are unlikely to show, in the 
future, any disposition to increase the ‘rights and privileges ” of the Chief 
Rabbi. Personal considerations evidently precluded their curtailment at the 
present moment. The unanimity displayed in connection with the impend- 
ing election is a striking testimony to the worth and ability of the Rey. Dr. 
Hermann Adler, in whom all parties place implicit confidence that he will 
assuredly exercise the powers conferred upon him with tact, discretion, and 


equity. 


We publish a characteristic letter from Mr. H. Guedalla respecting the 
proposed demolition of the Bevis Marks Synagogue. Although far from 
the scene of the struggle—having to stay at Torquay owing to ill-health— 
he makes no uncertain sound with regard to his views on the proposed “ act 
of Vandalism.” This protest will be sympathetically echoed even by those 
who have not the proud privilege of claiming a heritage in the glorious 
traditions enshrined in the venerable house of prayer in Bevis Marks. There 
ig far too much taint of ‘filthy lucre” clinging to the Scheme of the 
Mabamad for razing the Bevis Marks Synagogue to the ground and 
realising the entire site for ground rents. It is open to serious doubt 
whether any site in the East End could be found sufficiently central to 
secure the regular attendance of the scattered remnants of the Sephardim 
Congregation. Atthe West End for a few days in the year the Bryanstone 
Street Synagogue is undoubtedly inconveniently crowded, and at all times 
the congregation is cramped, cribbed, and confined. The building 
can boast of no structural virtue whatever, and its demolition would probably 
not raise a pang of regret in any member. Far different, however, 
is it with the Synagogue in Bevis Marks, which is its own best 
advocate against ruthless destruction. The larger part of the Scheme could

in Houndsditch, which still remains, although it is hemmed in by large 
ranges of offices and warehouses. 


Italy has not possessed a Jewish Finance Minister since Isaac Pesaro 
Maurogonato held the portfolio of the Treasury under Daniel Manin, the 
Venetian Dictator in 1849 ; but it is not to be forgotten that one of the 
most illustrious names in Jewish history—that of Don Isaac Abarbanel— 
figures among the predecessors of Signor Luzzatti. Abarbanel was 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in three European states successively. His 
father, Jehuda, was State Treasurer to Dom Fernando of Braganza, brother 
of the King Duarte of Portugal, and he himself became Minister of Finance 
to Duarte’s successor, Alphonso V. On the king’s death Abarbanel had to 
flee to Spain, where he acted as Treasurer to King Ferdinand of Castile until 
the Great Expulsion in 1492. In Naples, where he settled, the king availed 
himself of his great political experience and appointed him Minister of Finance. 
Among other distinguished Jewish Finance Ministers in Spain and 
Portugal were Samuel Abulafia and David Negro. Connected with Iberian 
State Finance in the lower rank of Treasurer were also Meir de Malea and 
his son Zag de Malea, Joseph de Keija and Joseph Pichon. Nor did this 
connection cease altogether with the Expulsion. How many secret Jews 


have filled ministerial offices in Spain it is impossible to say, but one curious. 


instance may be noted. Among the founders of the Amsterdam Jewish 
community was the family of Nunez Pereyra Homem, who as Jews assumed 
the name of Abendana, One member of this family, Antonio Nunez Pereira, 
objected to the rite of circumcision, returned to Spain, relapsed into 
Marranaism and became Minister of Finance. His decendants are still 
living in the fragrant odour of the [berian peerage. Mendizabel, who in 
1865 was Minister of Finance in the Cabinet of Toreno, was the son of a 
Cadiz Marrano named Mendez. 


WIT AND WISDOM OF THE TALMUD. 

The Rev. Dr. Adler delivered an address at the Lambeth Polytechnic on Sunday 
afternoon on the “ Wit and Wisdom of the Talmud.” He gave an account of the 
close connexion and inter-dependence of Talmudic and Midrashic literature. In 
defining the Talmud, he repeated the answer he had given Mr. Mundella, who had 
challenged him to describe it in one word, when he replied, it is the //ansard of 
the ancient Hebrew schools. The lecturer gave mainly illustrations of the parables, 
aphorisms and proverbs to be found in the Talmud concerning work and mechanical 
occupation, as being the subject most appropriate to the hall in which he was 


speaking, and to the audience he was addressing. The doctors of the Talmud, 


practising what they preache¢—the moral dignity of handicrafts—were themselves 
hewers of wood, sandal-makers, blacksmiths, weavers, tanners, and carpenters, and 
entered with zest the professions of surgeons, architects, surveyors and scribes. 
Hence it is that we meet with such a thorough familiarity with the technique of 
various mechanical trades, so that the most valuable contributions to archwxology 
and the history of science and art could be extracted from its pages. Many pro- 
verbs were quoted to indicate the high position assigned to woman, and the tender 
consideration enjoined for her. “It is the wife that maketh the home.’ If thy 
wife be short stoop and whisper to her.” “If an old man bea terror in the house, 
and old woman isa pearl therein.” ‘It is the Lord that maketh marriages’—a 
saying no doubt to be fraught with adeeper meaning, which George Eliot with her 
tic insight into Hebrew literature interpreted as signifying that the Creator in

THE BEVIS MARKS SYNAGOGUE. | 


A meeting of the Elders of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue was held 
on Sunday iast at the vestry room of the Bevis Marks Synagogue. Mr. A. Mocatta 
was voted to the chair. Fifteen Elders were present. | 

In accordance with the announcement made by us a fortnight ago, the Maha- 
mad submitted to the meeting the revived proposal for the sale of the City property 
and the demolition of the Bevis Marks Synagogue. After some discussion the 
meeting unanimously adopted the scheme for recommendation to the approaching 
annual meeting of Yehidim, Although no offer has yet been made for the pro- 
perty, the chances of such an offer being forthcoming are far more favourable 
than when the scheme was before the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation a few 
years ago. The property has in the meantime considerably increased in value, 
as Bevis Marks has now become a thoroughfare for traflic between Bishopsgate 
and Aldgate. 


The Elders also transacted a variety of other business, including the abolition 


of the law requiring the holding of a meeting to contirm decisions arrived at by a 
previous meeting, | 

The Bevis Marks Scheme of the Mahamad is based on the ont. 
lines of the one presented to the Elders in 1883. Itsets forth in detail the freehold 
premises in the City belonging to the Congregation, the entire block comprising au 
area of upwards of 23,000 feet super, estimated to be of the value at least 2s. per 
foot for warehouses. But to provide against any possible dissappointment the 


Mahamad have estimated it at the lesser sum of ls. 9d. per foot super, or about 
£2,000 per annum. 


The proposals are : 
1. That the property be let on one or more building leases. 
2. That with the view of providing for the wants of the members of the 


Congregation and others living at the East End of London, a freehold site be pur. 


chased upon which a Synagogue can be built to accommodate at least 400 males and 
females, and that buildings for the Board of Guardians and Congregational Schools 
be erected together with a house for one Reader. 

3. That a freehold site, say, of half an acre, be purchased at the West End of 
London in a suitable locality and the present Bevis Marks Synagogue be removed 
and re-erected thereon, and that hoases be also erected fora Vestry, for two Readers, 
for the Secretary, for a Superintendent, and for the Orphan Society. 

The total outlay in reepect of the above purchases and buildings is estimated at 
£37,000 (£14,700, in the East and £22,300 in the West). It is proposed that in the 
first instance this sum be raised by a sale of part of the capital funds of the Syna- 
gogue. The annual income of the Synagogue from these funds now amounts to 
£1906, exclusive of rents and other contributions, Under the new Scheme the 
total revenue would in future be £3,724, which with finta and offerings, would make 
altogether £5,724, as against £4,900, the present annual income of the Congregation 
from all sources. There would thus in future be a large surplus income out of 
which, it is proposed that a sufficient sum should hereafter be applied towards the pay- 


ment of the salary of a visiting Minister and Lecturer for the East End of London, 


The Chairman of the meeting placed before the Elders a supplementary state- 
ment of the Mahamad, who declar-d the subject to be of paramount importance 
as affecting the future of the Congregation. The Mahamad called attention to 
the following resolution passed by the Yehidim on the 4th April, 1886 :— 

- “That the Scheme for dealing with the Synagogue Freeholds, presented to the 
Yehidim on the 8th March 1885, remain in suspense, and that if any satisfactory 
tenders for the property, or any part of it, be received, the same shall before accep- 
tance be transmitted to the Yehidim.” | 3 | 

The Mahamad's statement then continues: The Synagogue in Bevis Marks, 
more frequently than otherwise, is now without Minyan on the weekdays, and 
occasionally, on Sepher mornings the Sepher could not be taken out for want of the 
requisite number ‘being present. Even on Sabbaths the attendants are very few, 
and the synagogue presents a most desolate appearance. The buildings in Bevis 
Marks and Heneage Lane are now in a deplorable condition, although large 
outlays are constantly required and are being expended for urgent repairs. On 
the premises of the National Infant and Villareal schools being recently 
examined with the view of placing them under Government inspection, it was 


pointed out how unfit, sanitarily and otherwise, they were for the purposes for © 


which they are used, and only on the understanding, that their removal at no dis- 
tant date was probable and after the execution of special work could the Committee 
succeed in securing the temporary approval of the Education Department. 

Whereas the Synagogue in the City ig much larger than is required, and entails 


-@ proportionate heavy outlay for its maint-nanca, that at the West End does not 


suffice for the accommodation of its attendants, and under all these circumstances, 
the Mahamad feel that unless some such scheme as was suggested in 1883 be car- 


ried out with as little delay as possible, the future financial condition of the Syna- 
gogue will be seriously jeopardised.

ny countenance in that article to the thesis that it is undesirable for the Jews to 
“ive their allegiance to any particular party in the State, I find, as one would 
expect from so experienced a politician, that Sir John Simon distinctly expressed 
the hope that “the Jews would vote according to their political convictiens, 
not as Jews, but as Englishmen,” although, as was natural from a staunch 
member of the Liberal Party, he hoped that “ Jews and Christians ” alike would 
support the party to which he himself belonged. 

I entirely agree with Mr. Oswald Simon, and I should think also with your- 
self, Sir, that: it 1s undesirable to import party controversy into our communal 
organ, and I certainly have no desire to explain why the Conservative Party has 
in my judgment, differing from that of Mr. Simon, many claims on the suffrages 
of my coreligionists. Indeed there is the less reason to do so, in replying at any 
rate to Mr. Oswald Simon, because he hastens to inform your readers in his first 
sentences that he is himself not a Gladstonian Liberal, but a member of the 
Liberal Unionist Party which has given a loyal and constant support to the 
(overnment of Lord Salisbury since its formation. | 

Nobody deplores more than I do, as I think Mr. Simon knows, the incident 
of the return of the memorial sent by the Lord Mayor to St. Petersburg, and the 
action of Sir Robert Morier in connection with that memorial. I am surprised, 
however, that Mr. Simon should geels. to support his argument by describing the 
(Queen’s Ambassador to the Russian Court as “ Lord Salisbury’s representative,” 
for no other reason, I suppose, than that Lord Salisbury is now Foreign Secretary, 
and that it was by him that Sir R, Morier was appointed to his present post. 
It would be as reasonable to designate’ Her Majesty’s Judges as representa- 

tives of the particular Lord Chancellor from whom each received his appoint- 
ment. 

I do not, however, write for the purpose of setting Mr. Oswald Simon right 
on these rudimentary points of official etiquette. 1 am more concerned to 
claim for every member of our community the right, and I go further, to urge 
on each one the duty, of supporting that party in the State whose policy is in his 
judgment the most conducive to the weifare of our country. I am 
convinced that nothing would be more injurious to the truest interests 
of the Jews than if the unjust, because unfounded, impression were to be 
generated that they vote as Jews and not as Englishmen, and that the interests of 
their country were in any way subordinated to any fancied ideas as to which 
party would most favour the advancement of their own community. 

Mr. Oswald Simon has shown himself so powerful and valiant a champion

of which, however, a very serious charge is levelled. That there is a substratum 
of fact upon which to found her accusation is, I fear, not to be denied. Experi- 
ments In vivisection in Germany and Austria are not under the restraints placed 
upon them by the law of this country, and the results, whatever they may be to 
Science—a matter upon which laymen have not the right to speak—are often of 
a kind to violate every instinct of humanity. In condemning these practices, 
especially when indulged in to demonstrate for the hundredth time a physiological 
fact already sufficiently well established, the energetic Honorary Secretary of 
the Victoria Street Society for the Protection of Animals from Vivisection will, I 
am sure, have the sympathy of many of your readers. It is, however, when she 
states that “the majority of vivisectors throughout Germany and Austria are 
Jews, a Christian vivisector being the exception,” that she appears to me to be 
venturing an assertion she will find it impossible to substantiate, and to have 
fallen into the error of too rapid generalisation. I confess I regard with deep 
concern the prospect of having it said of us, “ After all, the Jews are a cruel 
people.” I would, therefore, submit the following points in arrest of judgment :— 

(1.) Charges of cruelty against’ Jews must be received with extreme caution 
when emanating from Austria or Germany.. Anti-Semitie in origin, they are 
tainted at their source. For the anti-Semite hates Jews even more than he loves 
animals. If the anti-Semite happen at the same time to be anti-vivisectionist, he 
has ever ready to hand in the Jew, the corpus vile, upon which to make his 
experiment in social physiology. 

(2.) The Jews of Germany and Austria are represented in altogether dispro- 
portionate numbers in every branch of medicine and surgery. This is owing to 
the fact that these professions are among the few that are open to them, and 
afford a field for the exercise of their talents and the gratification of their 

(3.) In Miss Cobbe’s list of the names of vivisectionists, not more than four 
are Jews. Some are of Jewish extraction, such as Hitzig, the son of baptised 
Jews, Others have joined the majority of the dominant faith, and, while easing 
their road to professional success, have flung aside not only Jewish prejudices but 
Jewish principles as well. Dr. Leon Asher writes to me: “ We have in Germany 
21 professors of physiology, who are, of course, the vivisectionists par excellence. 
Of these three, Herrmann in Konigsberg, Bernstein in Halle, and Rosenthal in 
Erlangen, are Jews. Heidenhain and perhaps also Goltz are of Jewish extrac- 
tion.” It is hard to make us suffer for the sins of people who have quitted 
our communion, but whose virtues are claimed as the property of their ‘new 
connexion, 


As an indication of the determined spirit with which it is sought to fasten

this odious charge upon Jews, I may mention that the anti-Semitic journal, 


“ Das Volk,” recently asserted that Jews took good care not to join any Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. Why, Sir, every Jew is by birth and 
by faith a member of the oldest Society for the Protection of Animels from 
Cruelty long before Christianity saw the light and omitted from its otherwise 
noble body of ethics all reference to the duty of kindness to animals; the Israelite 
was taught to render help to every suffering beast he met, even though it were 


-the’ property of an enemy ; was forbidden to mutilate his cattle, or to deal: 


unfeelingly with those dumb and patient servants of his ; was restrained from 
destroying the mother bird with her brood, or slaying the parent and the young 
in one day ; and was exhorted to recognise an additional motive for the obser- 
ance of the Sabbath, in “ that thy ox and thy ass may rest thereon.” How many 
a lesson in Jewish morality has flowed from the text, “The righteous man 
knoweth the feelings of his beast.” Is it a cruel people who could have inter- 
preted the divine words, “ [ will give grass in thy field for thy cattle, and thou 
shalt eat and be satistied,” as meaning that he who was the owner of an animal 
must take care that the wants of his beast are supplied before he attempts to 
satisfy his own ? 

How much of the often condemned “ legalism” of the Rabbins is due to the 


principle of preventing DYN 7YIWS; Isthere a more merciful method known 


of slaughtering animals designed for human food than that which is in vogue 
among Jews? Not if men like Professor Ercolani and Dr. Gerlach and the host 
of other authorities quoted in Kaiserling’s “Rituale Schlachtfrage” can be 
believed. | 

If there are any even inconsiderable number of Jews who are false to the mer- 
ciful spirit of the Mosaic law, concerning which Miss Cobbe writes in such eloquent 
terms, we can but join our own profound regret with hers. Whether direct 
appeal or protest on our part will do much good, is open to doubt. Foreign men 
of science are as jealous of outside intervention, though they are not so rude, as 
Czars. 

Yet it may be permitted us to hope that the ventilation of the subject in your 
columns will indirectly be productive of some good, and that through the free 
and public discussion of the question s me path may be found along which 
Science and Hlumanity may be able to travel together as friends having one and 
the same end in view. |

Sir,—A letter from Miss Frances Power Cobbe in your columns last week 
contains the two following accusations against our brethren in Germany : 

(1). That they form the great majority of vivisectors, | 

(2). That they control the press and gag all anti-vivisectionist literature. 

The first accusation she*holds to be one of the causes of anti-Semitism. But 
everyone knows that the stronghold of anti-Semitism lies in the Press. How, 
tllen, can vivisection by Jews be a cause of anti-Semitism if its denunciation in 
the Press is interdicted 2? Sothat even if her accusations were true, Miss Cobbe’s 
position would be illogical and irrational. 

With regard to the second accusation I have nothing to say ; it is outside of 
my province and must be answered by someone acquainted with the true state of 
the case. But Miss Cobbe’s first charge is, to use Prof. Huxley’s euphemism, 


demonstrably contrary to fact.” The audacity—I can use no milder term—of 


the statement that a Christian vivisector is the exception in Germany and Austria, 
is unparalleled outside the sphere of the Victoria Street Society for the Protection 
of Animals from vivisection. Has Miss Cobbe never heard of such men as du 
Bois Reymond, Hering, Kiihne, Ludimar Hermann, Hoppe-Seyler, ng Pfliiger, 
Seegen, Fleisch! von Marxow, Griitzner, von Wintschgau, Luchsinger, bunge and 
Salkowski ? If she has no better acquaintance with the works of German physi- 
ologists than with the way in which their names are spelt, it is probable that the 
fame of these distinguished investigators has never reached her. ee 

Miss Cobbe proceeds to state that the fact of so many German _vivisectors 
being Jews “ gives real ground for anti-Semitic prejudice.* (The italics are Miss 
Cobbe’s). But in the first place she herself is beynd to admit that German 
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anti-vivisectionists are but few in number—though (of course) “ eminently res- 
pectable,” and we may safely assume that only a very small proportion 
of these are anti-Semitic, the anti-Semites being, to say the least, 
of it, by no means notorious for respectabibity. And moreover, 
it is just from this very fact which Miss Cobbe urges against us that the 
philo-Semites (if I may use the term) derive their strongest support. For 
every great physiologist, without exception, must be a vivisector, and all that 
Miss Cobbe’s statement goes to prove is that Germany holds many famous 
Jewish physiologists—and Germany is far too enlightened a State for this fact 
not to be one of the most crushing replies ever made to the anti-Semites. 


The Fatherland cannot but feel that the race which has produced Cohnhéim, 


Kolliker and Munk is ‘entitled to the gratitude and respect of every true 
patriot. 

It is to correct this state of affairs, then, that ‘English Jewish influence” 
is to be employed ? Such would seem to be Miss Cobbe’s idea. To my mind 
English Jews have more reason to turn the light of criticism upon themselves 
and to feel ashamed that they have never produced a physiologist whose name 
will take rank with those of our German brethren. 


The pages of the Jewish Press are fortunately not often honoured by the — 


productions of the Anti-vivisectionists. Of these Miss Frances Power Cobbe is 
the archpriestess. To them human pain, human misery, human suffering are 
of no moment ; they would rather thousands of men were swept off by some 
dire scourge than that an absolutely painless operation should be performed 
upon a single doy. Men must die that dogs may live, is the creed of the 
* Victoria Street Society for” the Propagation of Inhumanity.

Sir,—Your last number contains a letter from Miss Frances Power Cobbe 


concerning Vivisection in Germany. The number of Jewish vivisectionists may 


appear to be great if one compares the Christian and Jewish population, but that 
would not be a fair reckoning as the number of Jewish physiologists is dispro- 
portionately large. Miss Cobbe’s statement that a Christian vivisectionist is an 
exception is certainly quite erroneous, Without vivisection scarcely any pro- 
gress in medical science is possible. Prof. Koch's famous discoveries would have 
been impossible without the vivisection of hundreds of animals. 

We all agree—whether Jews or Christians—that no animal should be injured 
without absolute need. It may even be doubtful if men have any moral right 
to take the life of an animal for any purp’se. There are two logical con- 
clusions only. If the right to take animal life does not exist then all people 
should become vegetarians, and animal food should be rigourously forbidden—a 
view which I could perfectly share. But if this right does exist, then vivisection 
is not immoral. I[f it be not considered wrong to take animal life for supplying 
man with food then it cannot be considered iinmoral to employ vivisection as a 
means of saving or alleviating human suffering. It 1s excess of zeal on the 
part of the anti-vivisectionists which impels them to impute to vivisectionists 
designed (even aimless) cruelty. | 

But the protectors of animals are not all logicians. A friend of mine is 
Secretary to a Society for the Protection of Animals, of which I am a member. 
I asked him why the society and the sister societies denounce Schechita, 
although physiologists consider it the least cruel way of slaughtering animals ; 


why they denounce vivisection, although it is considered as a necessary means of. 


promoting medical science and thereby alleviating human suffering ; and yet, on 
the other hand, the societies do nothing by word or deed to prevent the noble 
and manly sport (7) of pigeon shooting, fox and stag hunting, coursing, &c. In 
these instances the cruelty is manifest, and there can be no excuse that it is 
carried on for human welfare, but solely for idle pleasure. The Secretary told me 
that these pleasures were shared in influential quarters, but that Jews and physio- 
logists were much less influential ; hence the battle against Shechita and vivi- 
section promised a much easier victory. 

Miss Cobbe has been misled by German anti-Semites. The list of newspapers 
‘known or suspected to be under Jewish influence” shows this quite clearly. As 
to the four Berlin papers mentioned, the whole of them have less subscribers than 
one newly founded paper. The Vossiche is not under any Jewish influence, 
and the National Zeitung, may have one Jewish Editor. Anti-Semites, to make 
“ Jewish influence ”’ as a nightmare, reckon as “ Jewish” all the Liberal papers, 
all. journals having a Jew as proprietor or editor, and newspapers having the 
remotest connection with persons of Jewish origin, to the third or fourth 
generation. The anti-Semites even denounce everything as “ Jewish” which 
they dislike, although it has nothing whatever to do with Jews. Thus Pio 
Nino, because of iis Infallibility, and Gambetta because he opposed Germany, 
were declared to be Jews or of Jewish origin simply because they were hated. 
Why, even, if the anti-Semites quarrel—not an unusual occurrence—they will 
use the epithet “Jew” one to the other. Even, the Minister of Public Instruction, 
Dr. Gossler, a pious Christian, was called a “Jew” because he took an opposite 
view to the anti-Semites on the School Question when debated in the ‘Prussian 
Upper House. If you reckon like that, Jewish influence ‘is enormous 
But it would be far better to be logical and consistent. Jews do not favour, and 
as a rule, do not participate in the sport (?) of pigeon shooting and fox hunting. 
Would it not therefore be better to open a crusade against these cruelties, which 
are the survivals of feudalism, instead of making a baseless charge against 
Jewish Physiologists because of their endeavours to discover means of. alle- 
viating human suffering and misery.

BEVIS MARKS SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Siz,—Another attempt, after its signal defeat five years ago, is to be made to 
demolish this venerable pile which is the cradle of Judaism in London, by the 
Executive of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews Congregation. I am a trustee, 
and I will not do an act which I consider is a breach of trust. Would Sir Moses 
Montefiore have left a legacy for the repairs of the Bevis Marks Synagogue of 
£500 if he had an idea it would be pulled down within six years after his death ? 
Will they dare again to fight me with the funds of the congregation, as was done 
from 1883 to 1886 ? ; 

Upwards of 80 Yehidim signed a memorial against this act of vandalism in 
1884. They included several influential names. I am in favour of pulling down 


every house and building except the Synagogue, which could be made easily 
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Frervaky 20, 1891, 


accessible by a small entrance at the back or side. I am for peace, notwith. 
standing the underhand manner in which the subject was first introduced jn 
1883, eight years ago, by the wardens, without a note of warning or previous con. 
sultation, and the same tactics are now repeated. If there is to be war, I shal| 
at once write to the Charity Commissioners. 

The Synagogue ought to be preserved as the most fitting memorial of the 
late Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart. Nothing has yet been done to perpetuate his 
memory, except on one afternoon a few yards of crape were hung for 4 
couple of hours. 

The Synagogue is the most interesting link in the past history of the 
Anglo-Jewish community. The Portuguese congregation are not in want of 
money. The income meets the expenditure, and, even if it did not, the 
Synagogue should not be voluntarily razed to the ground for reasons of mere 
worldly expediency. My ancestors and relatives who founded it and supported 
it to the present day, were not actuated by mercenary motives when dealing 
with the Synagogue, but considered no sacrifice too great to make in its in- 
terest. Why should not their example be followed in 1891? Its demolition 
will effectually break up the congregation, and in a few years the members 
will be absorbed into various other congregations. Its attempted demolition 
will be vigourously opposed by me, and give rise to no end ‘of litigation and 
appeals to the Charity Commissioners. 

The plots (if the buildings are pulled down) will not be ready to be built on 
for many years, as the war can be carried on an indefinite time in the Courts of 
Appeal. The Synagogue should be retained as a free one for the use of 
Askenazim and other Jews. This union in prayer of the various sections of the 
Jewish community would be in accordance with the sentiments which animated 
Sir Moses Montefiore. 

I am quite ready to join a Syndicate to buy or rent it annually. Being con- 
fidentially informed from a friendly source last October of this fresh attempt of 
a coup etat, I wrote to Dr. Gaster last October with an alternative plan.

SERVICES FOR WOMEN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirn,—Having followed very closely the discussion upon Mr. Singer's proposal 
for Special Services for Women, ‘‘ which has been raging for the last few weeks 
in your correspondence columns,” I have come to the conclusion that the opposi- 
tion to the scheme is twofold. 

1. It is opposed by those who are alarmed at every innovation. 

_ 2. By those who think that the fact of establishing services for women alone, 
savours of an orientalism altogether unworthy of this age. 

With the opposition of the former, I confess I have but little ’sympathy, 
but it is to the latter that I should like to address these few remarks. 
[ maintain that in these projected services, there is no return to the 
spirit of an early and less civilised age, in fact they prove a very great 
advance in the manner of looking upon women as fitted to take part 
in the act of prayer and praise. In spite of Mr. Schechter’s admirable 
and interesting paper on “ The Praying Woman,” we cannot ep being 
well aware that in the post biblical days, women did not take any actual part in 
divine worship, but were relegated to a gallery running round the House of 
Prayer, or Synagogue, which, in some cases, was singularly uncomfortable and 
obscure. In Prague, and also in Rome, the female part of the congress were 
simply hidden away, and must have suffered considerably from their close and 
airless quarters. 

In all old-fashioned synagogues a very close grating protects the ladies’ 

allery from the inquisitive eye of their male relations, which grating has 
dliminvehed in late years, and has finally disappeared in the newest structures. 
But it is only at the Hampstead services, which are after all not conducted in a 
synagogue, that men and women take their places side by side in the body of 

When I say that women are hardly considered as taking actual part in the 
service, I have only to state the following facts :—No service can be per- 
formed in an orthodox synagogue at the request of the most devout women 
worshippers unless a minyan be present ; the orthodox communities ‘disapprove 
of confirmation for girls—that is to say, admitting them into the spiritual bond 
of the community—it is only of comparatively late years that the minister has 
ever acdressed his female congregation from the pulpit ; and women have often 
felt that instead of being invited to the House of Prayer they are merely suf- 
fered to attend. Now, what is the idea of the promoters of these special 
services? They begin by looking upon the spiritual training of Jewish girls and 


women as most a taper they recognise that.an enormous majority of East 


End working girls do not and will not attend synagogue, and they propose giving 
them simple and attractive services, which may just meet their requirements. 
Some of your correspondents suggest that men and boys should not be shut 
out from such advantages. Let them demand such services by all means, and I do 
not hesitate to say that in time special services of a simple character may be 
established, where both sexes inay worship together. But until now, nothing of 
a purely religious character (with the exception of the Classes in Hanway 
Street) has been set on foot for women and girls ; they have too long been 


SGD ec orientally—and it is for them that this first essay of “ bringing 
t 


e Church to her people ” should be made. I agree that children’s services are 
loudly called for by the community, but they are as essential for the children of 
wealthy West-end parents as for those of the East-end. This multiplying and 
simplifying of services savours of the 19th century and of intercourse with our 
neighbours, for have we not walked closely in their footsteps in the matter of 
Clubs for Working Girls, of the Children’s Country Holiday Fund, of the 
Happy Evenings Association, and of other philanthropic and recreative work ? Our 
ministers are as zealous and devoted as those of our neighbours, but their numbers 
are few, and we feel that the burden they are willingly taking upon themselves 
will be almost greater than they can bear. 

__ Lay help for this new work will therefore be required, and this lay help 
in itself will be of great value to the community. Perhaps, who can say, that 
by our firmly recognising these growing needs of our people we may not be 


offering some further stimulus to the young and ardent brothers of our faith to 
enter the ministry ?

Sin—Although Mr. Oswald John Simon plainly stated in his letter which » 
appeared in your columns of the 6th inst. that his strictures on the Synagogue 
Service were not intended to apply to any particular synagogue, your correspon- 
dent of last week, Mr. Henri De Bolla, has felt it his duty to inform your readers 
that the services at the Great Synagogue, of which he is the Choirmaster, are at 
least free from any discordant element. 

Inconfirmation of his assertion he draws attention to the marvellous attend- 
ance of worshippers at all the choral services of this synagogue. I perfectly 
agree with your correspondent. All things taken into consideration, the attend. 
ance at the Great Synagogue is marvellous, but this in itself proves nothing. To 
my mind it only tends to show that there must be a marvellously large number 
of Jews and Jewesses in East London who have not the slightest conception of 
what thenature of divine service should be, The success’ of a religious service, 
_ as of most other religious enterprises, can only be gauged by its results. Do the 
highly harmonious and impressive services of the Great Synagogue have the 
effect of arousing the minds of the marvellous assembly of congregants to the 
significant fact that when in the synagogue they are in the house of God and 
in communion with their Maker? I fear not. 

If my memory serves me right, that which struck Mr. Simon most when he 
last visited the Great Synagogue was the indecorous conduct of the worshippers, 
and he did not hesitate to say this, boldly and openly, in the article he wrote on 
the subject. I have no desire to be led by Mr. De Solla into any discussion as to 
the merits or demerits of the services of the Great Synagogue ; suffice it to say 
that although the few services [ have attended there failed to impress me in the 
way I would wish it did not strike me that the Chazanoth and the singing 
were in any way inferior in quality to that heard at other synagogues following 
the same ritual. One Friday evening some years ago I certainly heard a very 
elaborate "7 732 in which Mr. De Solla’s voice was heard to advantage, but 
the composition impressed me as being an excellent specimen of what congrega- 
tional singing ought not to be.

A .FREE JEWISH DISPENSARY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik, —For all acquainted with Jewish life in the East End of London, the 
necessity of a free Jewish dispensary needs hardly an advocate. . From a sanitary 
point of view alone it would be highly expedient. The utter impossibility for the 
friendless poor (and the poor are generally friendless) to be admitted as out-door 
patients at the London Hospital is a well-known fact. The German Hospital 
Dispensary, in Great Prescot Street, open for two hours during-the week, is 
scarcely adequate for the Jewish poor, crowded as they are mostly in Spitalfields 
and the turnings off Commercial Road. 

_ But above all. other considerations, the sole fact that, almost daily, the 
missionary dispensaries are literally besieged by hundreds of Jews and Jewesses 
seeking bodily relief in return for moral corruption, will open the eyes even of 
those who have only a casual acquaintance with Jewish life in the East End, to 
the necessity of establishing a free Jewish dispensary. aah 

A few weeks ago an emissary from Palestine visited our shores for the 
purpose of collecting funds for a dispensary to be in Jerusalem, and the Jewish 
Is it possible that the same community 
should shut its eves to the very same want in its own midst ? 

In the last two or three years one could notice, here and there, a marked 
expression of the necessity of such an institution. It will therefore be agreeable 
news to hear that Mr. H. Berliner has called together a preliminary meeting, 
and formed a temporary committee, with the object in view of ‘forming a 
society for that purpose. On Sunday next, the 22nd inst.,a meeting will take 
place at the Spital Square Synagogue to enrol members, elect officers and con- 
stitute the society. Of course the promoters of the new society rely a great 
deal upon the expected support of the Jewish Press always ready to promote 
useful charities. Though this movement is due entirely to the generous impulse 


of the inhabitants of the East End, it is also hoped that our West End brethren 
will very soon co-operate with us.

Waartever may be thought of certain developments of American Judaism, 
the philanthropic efforts of our Transatlantic brethren are frequently worthy 
of the imitation which is said to be the sincerest flattery. The benevolent 
work of theA merican Jews is marked by a thoroughness,a receptivity as regards 
new ideas and an open-banded generosity which cannot be praised too highly. 
A typical instance is to be foundin the “ Sisterhood of Personal Service” 
which has been organised within the last year or two in connexion with the 
Temple Emanuel, the Rev. Dr. Gorraei.’s Synagogue in New York. This 
elaborate organization, which has recently achieved the distinction of issuing 
a little monthly journal of its own, giving an account of its doings, is a 
congeries of four distinct benevolent agencies, all of which are 
carried on by ladies. There are the ‘‘ Friends of the Sick and Needy,” the 
“Friends of Children,” the ‘ Friends of Working Girls,” and the “ Friends 
of Working Women.” The characteristic feature of the Sisterhood is the 


obligation of personal work that is imposed on each member. No drones, 


however rich, are admitted. The “sisters” are allowed to give money, if 
they like—for even an “‘ Emanuel Sisterhood” cannot thrive without funds 
~bat personal service they must give. Those who do give money are not even 
identified in the books of the Society. They have to be content with the know- 
ledge that they have done good. The object of this rule, we are told, is to enable 
those whose means are limited to engage in the active work of the organization 
without any feeling of humiliation. Social distinctions are sternly ignored in the 
Sisterhood. Equally excellent is the arrangement which enables every 
member, on enrolling herself, to select the particular sort of work which 
she feels best fitted to do, and the day of the week she can best devote to it.

Her 
work has to run the gauntlet of a monthly criticism at the hands of the 
entire Sisterhood, while high above all sits the Board of Trustees of the 
congregation, which may veto anything it thinks proper—or rather im- 
proper. As to ways and means, they are furnished from the “ general fund” 
—probably that of the Temple—and by the aforesaid contributions of the 
“sisters.” 

The organization is an honest and apparently a successful attempt to 
bring rich and poor into personal and loving contact. The “ Friends of the 
Sick and Needy” have been busily engaged in visiting the necessitous at 
their homes, bestowing money and food and medical comforts, obtaining 
admission into hospitals for suitable cases, and finding work for the unem- 
ployed. It is interesting, and not altogether pleasantly suggestive, to find 
that large Jewish firms in New York have taken mang of the protégés of the 
“sisters” into their service. We fear that similar complaisance is not often 
shown by Anglo-Jewish firms. Equally beneficent have been the 
labours of the “Friends of Working Girls.’ A club is the chief 
scene of the efforts of this section—a club with a library, educational 


classes, a provident fund, and monthly entertainments. The members of 


the club are called on to pay a small subscription, on the principle that what 
is had for nothing is lightly valued; bat the managers, give their 
services gratuitously. It is difficult to say which side shows the more 
rapid increase—the working-girl members or their kind, painstaking friends. 
The remaining sections of the society conduct a ‘ sewing-school” a créche 
and a Aindergarten, Thisis a splendid aggregate of beneticent work, and 
it is not surprising to learn that. similar organizations have been established 
in connexion with other congregations in New York, and that there 
is a demand, for co-operation between the various societies. 

The fundanental idea underlying these associations is that of 
personal effort. Whether we in England, with our conservative 
prejudices, shy at the monastic word “sisterhood” or not, the 
fact remains that the characteristic note of Dr. GorTrHEiL’s organization 
must be the cue for our benevolent work in the future if it is to be really 
fruitful work. 
its great drawback is that it goes such a little way. You may draw a 
cheque ; but what security have you that the proceeds will not do harm 
instead of good? The mere desire to relieve poverty, even though it is 
backed by money, too often accentuates poverty by encouraging idleness, and 
destroying the last shred of independence that the poor possess. It is 
notorious, to0, that the most deserving poor are seldom to be found among 
those who proclaim their poverty. They conceal their penury jealously 
from the world. They hug their secret, and perish by inches becanse they 
will not divulge it.

All 
this means that the small band who are already labouring in the haunts 
of poverty and suffering must be largely reinforced if our charitatle work is 
to be in any way commensurate with the needs of the time.

thropy—that which is superficial, lazy—is a lie; but the philanthropy 
that goes to the root of the social mischief is true ; it is the one safe remedy 
for the worst of all evils. 

Characteristicjin a less striking degree, yet highly interesting, is the 
affiliation of the Emanuel Sisterhood to the Synagogue. This is a feature to 
the like of which we London Jews could also point in past times. The 
bulk of the visitation work is still connected with the United Synagogue, which 
contributes £1,273 annually to the Jewish Board of Guardians, and assumes 
the sole charge of burying the poor and the distribution of unleavened bread. 
In the Sephardi Congregation the whole of its charitable organisation is still 
closely connected with the Synagogue. But the bulk of our charitable organi- 
zations are practically independent of the House of Prayer. We have now no 
congregational benevolent societies. Yet there are ancient precedents in 
abundance for making the synagogue a centre of philanthropic activity. The 
old system (modified to meet the needs of the present-day) might be revived 
with advantage. In the Rev. Dr. ApLer’s successful appeal from the 
pulpit for volunteers to carry out the Happy Evenings movement we 
have an instance of the impetus which a minister's influence may give to a 
goud work. This force should be used more often and in more systematic 
fashion. Philanthropic associations grouped round the synagogue would 
be the means of arousing much benevolent enthusiasm which is still dormant, 
and of directing vague yearnings after usefulness into safe and profitable

WASHINGTON, Fes. 14. 

Mr. Wilkinson brought forward a resolution in the Senate to-day expressing 
the concern felt by the Senate at the newspaper statements regarding the persecu- 
tion of Jews in Russia and the treatment of Russian political prisoners in 
Siberiaand elsewhere, and requesting the President on the ground of humanity 
to appeal to the Czar to institute an inquriy into such wrongs, and to place his 
subjects in position of freedom and equal rights. The resolution was ultimately 
referred to the Foreign Committee. 
| The Vienna correspondent of the Standurd telegraphed on Sunday night : 
An instructive exainple of Russian administration of justice, where Jews are con- 
cerned, has become known here. It will be remembered that some two months ago 
a Russian physician, Dr. Granovski by name, commited an atrocious assault on a 
Jewish boy of fourteen. The boy was caught picking strawberries in the Doctor's 
garden, and to punish him the word“ thief ” was branded on his forehead in 
Russian, German and Hebrew. The case is known over the whole civilised world. 
Itisalso known that an investigation was instituted, during which the doctor 
declared that the boy had killed his daughter, seven years old, by throwing stones 
at her, though the post-mortem examination showed that the child died from con- 
sumption. Now comes the truly Russian sequel to the case. The Rabbi Markus 
and a Jewish physician named Chasanovitch sent a petition to the Ministry in 
St. Petersburg, in the name of the whole Jewish communty, demanding redress

Dh. NEHEMIAS BRULL. 


| FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 

Judaism in Germany has sustained a severe loss. 
from Frankfort that Dr. N. Briill has died in that city in the full vigour of his 
life and work. Heart disease has put an end to his snecessful life, and shattered 
so many hopes which were centred in him. He had just commenced to elaborate 
Leopold Zunz’s ‘ Gottesdienstliche Vortrige,” having been chosen for this work 
as being most capable and fitting ; and had he not been called away by a Higher 
Power, he wouid most certainly have completed the task in a very efficient manner, 
for he possessed in full measure the required capability. In him were united a 
keen mind, intinite knowledge, and indefatigable industry. He was versed in 
every branch of Hebrew Science, and he knew so well how to clearly express the 
results of his researches and disseminate them. What a rich harvest they have 
reaped from him! Many of his best ideas Briill published in 10 volumes, entitled 
* Jahrbiicher.”. Many compositions will live for ever as evidence of. his working 
and striving. He was a‘ Rabbiner” in the truest sense of the word. To his 
erudition he added enthusiasm and a firm belief in Judaism and its future. 

Dr. Nehemias Briill was born in 1842 at Kojetein (Moravia) He was the son 
of the celebrated Rabbi Jacob Briill ; he studied in Vienna. and after completing his 
studies he was enzaged as Rabbiner in Bisenz (Moravia). Hardly 28 years old, 
Brill became Abraham Geiger’s successor in Frankfort-on-the-Main, Geiger recom- 
mending him most warmly, having recognised his knowledge and capability. 
During his activity in Frankfort-on-the-Main, which extended over 20 years, 
Brill gained many friends, old and young, rich and poor, Jews and Christians. 
This was clearly shown at his funeral on February 8th, which was attended by a 
large number of persons, including the municipal authoriti®és of Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, several Protestant clergymen, and many Rabbis from far and near. 
Rabbiner Dr. Plaut, a colleague of the deceased, spoke most impressively at the 
grave, saying what a great loss the whole Jewish community had suffered through 
Brill’s death, but nore especially the Frankfort Congregation. 

The Warden spoke in the name of the Congregation, Herr Auerbach in the 
name of the “Lodge,” Dr. Saalfeld (Mayence) added a few sympathetic and touching 
words, and lastly, Herr Nathan, representing the ‘* Mendelssohn Verein,” where 
Dr. Brill delivered a lecture only a few days previously. Itis too sad, and.for 
the Science of Judaism much to be deplored, that Rabbiner Dr. N. Briill, hardly 
50 years old, should be taken from our midst. Through his deatha gap occurs 
which it will be most difficult to fill.

SENATOR EUGENE LISBONNE. 

Three weeks ago we mentioned that the Senate of France contained two 
Jewish members. This number, has been reduced to one by the death of 
M. Eugene Lisbonne which took place on Saturday week at Montpellier. His 
political career was one of the most varied character, and by his death the Repub- 
lican party in the Department of the Herault, which he represented in the Senate, 
is deprived of its leader. For twenty years in succession, the Council General of 
the same Department, of which he was also a member, elected him as its President. 


brilliant successes. A Republican in politics, he was appointed in 1848 Procureur 
of the Republic at Béziers. After the coup d’ état of 1851, he was exiled to 
Algeria, but at the earliest amnesty he returned to France, and became a leader of 
the bar at Montpellier. Under the present form of the Government he has been 
Prefect of the Hérault, member of the Chamber of Deputies (where he took a 
leading part in the debates on the Press Bill, of which he was Reporter) and since 
1888 he has had a seat in the Senate. M. Lisbonne was Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honour. One of his brothers for a long time held the important post of Director 
of Naval Constructions at the Ministry of Marine io 

| The funeral which took place on the fry following M. Lisbonne’s death 
partook of a public character. The highest military and civilauthorities of the depart- 
ment and the town formed part of the cortege. Although snow was falling 
heavily at the time, the funeral was witnessed by an immense concourse of 
persons. Several orations were delivered at the grave. M. Kahn, Rabbi at Nimes, 
spoke on behalf of the Jewish Community. 


PROFESSOR JULIUS SULZER. 


Pivfessor'Julius Sulzer died on Saturday evening last from cancer. The 
deceased, who was in his 54th year, was the son of the celebrated Chief Chasan of 
the Jewish community of Vienna, who died last year. Professor Sulzer had 
studied music under his father and the well-known Mr. Sechter, and was a musi- 
cian of the first order. He left Vienna in 1861, and travelled for some years, 
visiting many places where he displayed his great musical talents. 
that period he was entrusted by the Sultan of Turkey with the task of reorgan- 
ising thé Turkish military bands. - He also became Conductor of the Italian 
Opera at Bucharest, and was appointed by King Charles of Roumania Musical

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JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS.

The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday 
at the offices of the Board, 13, Devonshire Square. There were present, Mr 
Benjamin L. Cohen, President, in the chair, Messrs. H. A. Abrahams, L. L. Alexander, 
J. 8S. Ballin, M. Boas, I. M. Boekbinder, Leonard L. Cohen, Barrow Emanuel, Lewis 
Emanuel, L. Jacob, H. Landau, H. G. Lousada, F, A. Lucas, F. D. Mocatta, H. 5. 
Samuel, D. F. Schloes, S. Simons, and A. E, Sydney. 

On the motion of the PRESIDENT, the balance-sheet for 1890, the reports of the 
sub-Committees of the Board, and the annual report of the Board (as prepared by 
the Honorary Secretary and approved by the Executive Committee), were adopted. 

The following resolutions were unanimously agreed to, the first proposed by the 
PRESIDENT and seconded by Mr. F. D. MocatTra, Vice President, and the second 
moved by Mr. ALGERNON E, SYDNEY and seconded by Mr. Harry 8S. SAMUEL. 
1. That the Board desire to place on record their high appreciation of the services 
of their esteemed Honorary Secretary, Lionel L. Alexander Esq. The work of the 
Institution, which increases every vear, as it is hoped its usefulness extends, has 
never made greater demands than last year on the industry and devotion of the 
Honorary Secretary, and the Board tender its best thanks to Mr. Alexander for the 
unremitting industry, with which he applied himself at all times to the direction 
of the manifold work now devolving on the Jewish Board of Guardians. The Board 
truet that for many years they may have the advantage of Mr. Alexander's great 
abilities, and desire especially to thank him for the able Report of the operations 
ofithe Board during the year 1890. 

2. That the thanks of this Board be and are hereby tendered to the President, 
Berjamin L. Cohen, Esq, for his devoted and unwearied energy in directing the 
business of the Institution which tends to so great an extent to ensure its continued 
success. 

It was further resolved that the foregoing resolutions be appended to the 
Annual Report. 

A vote of thanks waa passed to the Auditors, Messrs. Lionel Jacob and S. 
Simons. 

- The meeting adopted a nomination list for the election of sixteen members of 
the Board to serve from the Ist of April next, and fixed the 8th of March as the 
date of the annual meeting. | | | 

Mr. L. L. ALEXANDER brought up a memorandum of a conference between repre- 
sentatives of the Board and those of the Society of Friends of Foreigners in Distress, 
the German Society of Benevolenve, and the Netherlands Benevolent Society, to con- 
sider whether any arrangement could be made by which each society should be 
better acquainted with the relief distributed to the Jewish poor. It was agreed 
that such an interchange of information was extremely desirable, and Mr. Alex- 
ander was requested to draw up a plan whereby this desideratum might be effected. 
The main feature of the plan is that at theend of each month lists should be for- 
warded to the Jewish Board by the other societies, giving particulars of the relief 
distributed by each during the month to Jewish cases ; and that a common form 
should be agreed to be used for this purpore. In consequence of the cases relieved 
by the Jewish Board being far tov numerous for them to supply such liststo the 
other charities, they should undertake the sifting of the information supplied to 
them, and should review it inconnection with the relief distributed by them during 
the same period ; and should then inform the other charities to what extent and 


in which cases overlapping existed, together with all such other information as— 


they may possess which would tend to show whether dual or more extended relief 
should continue or not. It was also agreed that the Conference should meet again 
after the representatives had hadan opportunity of consulting thereon with the 
Committees of their respective charities. 

Mr. ALEXANDER moved that the action already taken and the further action 
shadowed forth in the plan be approved, and that the Hungarian Society and the 
Austro-Hungarian Societies be invited to join the conference. He added that the 
representatives of Christian charities were greatly impressed with the account of 
the operations of the Jewish Board. | 

Mr, F. A. LucAs, in seconding the motion said that he had been struck by the 
unanimity shown by the conference, representing several religious denominations. 

‘The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. L. L. ALEXANDER called attention to the necessity for revising the arrange- 
ments with the East End Industrial School at Lewisham, owing to the increase in 
the numberof Jewish inmates. Mr. Alexander moved that the Board sanction an 
annual subvention not exceeding £100, and that the details be left in the hands of 
three gentlemen. 

Mr. LEwWIs EMANUEL, as one of the Managers of the Industrial School, sup- 
ported the motion,and pointed out the necessity for the appointment of a Jewish 
master, as the present number of Jewish inmates far exceeded that contemplated 
by the manageis and the Jewish bodies who were parties to the arrangement. He 
thought it should be known that it was impossible to find a body of gentlemen 
more scrupulous than werethe Managers to meet the requirements of the Jewish 
boys under their charge. | 

The motion of Mr. Alexander was agreed to, and the President, Treasurer (Mr. 


F. A. Lucas) and the Hon. Secretary, were requested to carry out the new arrange- 


ments. 

Mr. ALEXANDER reported that, at the request of the Board of Trade, he had 
furnished that Department with statistics of the emigration and immigration of 
foreign Jews for several years past until the 31st of October last. 


The PRESIDENT read a correspondence that had passed between himself and 


Mr. J. de Castro, President of the Meshibath Nephesh (Bread, Meat and Coal) 
Charity, relative to the resolutions of the Board that endeavours should be made to 
promote concerted action between the two societies, whereby a larger proportion of 
the tickets might be placed at the disposal of the Board. The Board's suggestion 
was that the donors who had no personal knowledge of or interest in any deserving 
case, should be recommended to entrust to the Board the tickets they might draw. 
In his reply, Mr. de Castro stated that it would be impossible for the Committee of 
the Bread, Meat and Coal Charity to take into consideration, until October, 1891, the 
suggestions of the Board, as, at a meeting held in October last, a motion asking 
the allottees of tickets to permit them to be appropriated to the two Jewish Boards 
of Guardians had been negatived.

FEDERATION OF SYNAGOGUES. 


The first meeting of the fourth session of the Board of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues was held on Sunday last at the Jewish Working Men's Club, Mr. Samue] 
Montagu, M.P., President, in the chair. 

The SecRETARY (Mr. J. E, Blank) read the returns of the elections of the eyng. 
gogues represented at the Federation. The Cutler Street Synagogue, in consequence 
of the number of their members falling to 16, had amalgamated with another and 
larger synagogue, which had decided not to be represented. All the other syna. 
gogues duly made the returns. 

The following officers were then elected: President, Mr. S. Montagu, MP. - 
Vice-President, Mr. H. Landau ; Treasurers, Messrs. L. Reed and I. Weber : Audi. 
tors, Messrs. J. Fontyn and M. Harris ; Elders, Messrs. S. Alexander, J. M. Lissack 
Junr., Joseph Levy, L. Lowenstein, E. Oppenheim, S. S. Oppenheim, and §. 
Streliteki ; Representative at the Jewish Board of Guardians, Mr. I. M. Boekbinder.

Mr.H. LANDAU, in moving the re-election of the President, said he thought 
that the time had arrived when the synagogues represented at the Federation 
should beinvited tocontribute voluntarily to the fands. 

_ The CHAIRMAN, in reply, stated that whilst he would welcome individual con. 
tributions, the administrative expenses of the Board were provided for, and he did not 
think that the synagogues should be called upon to pay any contributions. Funds 
would only be required to give material assistance to synagogues in special cases.. 

Mr. H. LANDAU gave notice that he would at the next meeting of the Board 
move that the United Synagogue should be respectfully requested to take into their 
favourable consideration the advisability of opening the Beth Hamedrash through. 
out the day and until alate hour at night Mr. Landau said that he could not con- 
ceive that if proper representatioas were made to the authorities, they would with. 
hold the privileges asked for. A place had arisen in the East Ead called a “ Beth 
Hamedrash,” but it was resorted to for a variety of purposes not very creditable, 
and was presided cver by a man who might be well-meaning enough, but 
who did not know how to manage such an institution. The Beth Hamedrash of 
the United Synagogne could with slight modifications be made a most useful edu- 
a institation for the East End Jews, and could easily become their ‘“ Free 

ibrary.” 

Mr. MorkIS HARRIS, in moving the adoption of the report of the outcome 
of the proceedings of the last Board, called attention to the statistics of 
the Burial Society of the United Synagogue, and said that, owing to the 
manner in which they had been drawn up, great misconception would 
arise as to the number of the Jewish poor in the metropolis. The 
charity funerals would, at the ordinary death-rate, make the number of 
Jewish paupers in London appear as 49,000, whereas after deducting the 
still-births and children under one month, the total would be between 14,000 and 
15,000, or very nearly the same numb-r as computed by the Jewish Board of 
Guardians. He also wished to draw attention to the fact that the nuonter of 
funerals under one month had increased to an alarming extent. Whilst in 
1888 the number was 76, in 1889 it increased to 122,and in 180 to 143, and of 
children under one year the number had increased from 277in 188%, to 337 in 1890, 
These figures tended to show that there was a falling off in vitality in the Jewish 
poor arising from want and neglect, and he held that the subject should be carefully 
enquired into. 

CHAIRMAN, in seconding the report which was unanimously adopted, said 
that at the previous meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue be had been 
courteously promised full details of the statistics of the Burial Society. A 

The report stated that the Rev. Dr. Lerner had been elected minister, and would 
now preach in English if desired. Under his auspices a NAY DY Society had been 
established, and steps were being taken for the inspection and improvement of the 
Ovtn. An appeal had been issued on bebalf of the Greenfield Street Synagogue, 
which place of worship was only saved from being closed by the action of the 
Federation. An appeal had likewise been issued on behalf of the Old Castile Street 
Synagogue. The Synagogues in the Federation had all been inspected and reported 
upon by Mr. Lewis Solomon, of 55, New Broad Street, the Hon. Architect to the 
Federation, and upon his recommendation several important and indispensable 
alterations ha d been carried out. The Federation had contributed to the Cnief 
Rabbi’s Fund of the United Synagogue ; was represented at the Board of Deputies, 
and also atthe Board of Guardians, to which I[nstitution over £70 had been con- 
tributed from amongst the. members of the Federation. During March last notice 
was given that a firm of Motza bakers would not meet their obligations to their 
depositors, and the Federation took ;ractical steps to prevent the necessity which 
would otherwise have occurred of the depositors applying to the public charities, 
and it distributed nearly £100 amongst them. The Federation was in possession of 
its own burial ground, and by means of the Burial Society which already numbered 
600 members, a second-class funeral can be assured to the members as well 4s 
to their wives and unmarried children under twenty-one years of age for 4 
weekly contribution of 14d. In connection with the Burial Society a NWITP 773" 
had been established, the object of which is to ensure the last rites,to the dead 
being reverently performed oy volunteers instead of by paid officers, 

The CHAIRMAN said that two synagogues in Fieldgate Stteet, which had 
been reported as “dangerous” by the Honorary Architeet, hai decided to amalga- 
mate and to build a new synagogue upon another site, and also that arrangements 
had been made to meet the claims.of the builders of the Greenfield Street 
Synagogue. 

The SECRETARY reported the receipt from Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., of £5, 
being equivalent to the fi th of the surplus of the Shechita Board for the last hal'- 
year, avd also of a letter from Count van Bylandt, the Dutch Minister in London, 
acknowledging the vote of condvlence passed at the previous meeting of the Board 
to the Queen Regent and Royal Family of Holland on the death of the King. 

On the motion of the PRESIDENT, it was unanimously resolved that the sam f 
£10 should be contributed annually to the Chief Rabbi’s Fund. 

A letter was read from the Initiation Society, requesting that the Federation 
should ask the various synagogues to permit boxes to be placed in their rooms 
aid of the Society. The application was acceded to. 

It was resolved that a General Meeting of the members of synagogues Com: 
prised in the Federation, should be called at an early date. 

A vote of thanks to the Chair terminaied the proceedings.

The results of the usual independent examinations in general subjects 
held at the institution showed that the teaching staff have carried on tneir work 
with great success. A systematic course of training in gymnastics is now under 
the consideration of the Athletics Committee, and to assist in the promotion of this 
object Mr. Frederick Davis has presented £100, The Norwood boys played with 
gnccess cricket matches against elevens from the Borough, Stepney and Westminster 
Jewish Schools. The Technical Workshops Committee report that the boys, of 
whom there are 28 in the classes, have made steady progress during the vear, and 
show in many instances great aptitude for the work taught them. In the list of 
prizes and gitts presented for the benefit of the inmates is the endowment of £460 
Canadian Pacific Four-Per-Cent Debentures made by Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen, in 
commemoration of his son’s barmitzvah, to purchase for each boy a watch and chain 
on attaining the age of thirteen. Mr, Simeon Lazarus has, with great liberality, 
defrayed the expenses of outside iron staircases to facilitate the exit of the inmates 
from the dormitories in case of fire. Their utility has been satisfactorily proved on 
several test occasions, when the children were exercised in fire drill. The financial 
statement shows an ordinary income (including £3,042 dividends, £767 ground rents 
and £1,670 annual subscriptions) of £6,398, and an extraordinary income of £162, 
of which £466 was in the form of legacies. The ordinary expenditure was £3,225, 
The charity is in debt to the extent of £1,365.

_ Bir,—With reference to the letter from this Office of the th ult., and to pre- 
vious correspondenco respecting the position of British Jews 10 Rusgia, I am 
directed by the Marquis of Salisbury to inform you that the question has been fully 
considered in communication with the Law Officers of the Crown. 

Her Majesty’s Government are advised that, so long as the disabilities to which 
British and Russian Jews are subjected are substantially the same, it is not open 
to Her Majesty’s Government to depart from the interpretation of the Treaties 
laid down in Lord Granville’s Despatch of December 28, 1881,

sends the rain of its beneficence on the just and the unjust without distinction.” 
Who does not feel that beneficence outweighs all the other virtues, and sacrifices 
put together. A beautiful little legend from olden times has been preserved to us, 
which tells that Aaron, the High-priest, saw a man hasten to the tabernacle with 
two cans of wine, in order to bring.a drink-offering to his God. Go, my brother, 
said Aaron, to the cottage of the poor Amniadel who lies prostrated on the bed of 
sickness and give him the wine to refresh and revive his feeble body. Master, said 
the man, did you not teach me only to bring my offerings to God’s Temple? Then 
I will give you another lesson, the High-priest remarked, that the dwellings of the 
poor and sick, where you can pour baim.on the wounds of a bleeding heart, are 


the temples and altars of the Lord where thy prayers and offerings are most 


acceptable. He finally would drawtheir attention to the influx of our Jewish 
brethren which makes even more difficult the solution of the perplexing social 
questions of the overcrowding of great cities. If we only consider the contrasts 
between the unwholesome purlieus of the Jewish inhabitants of * Red Bank” and 
its neighbourhood, and the town villas of our more fortunate brethren in other 
parts of Manchester, we must confirm the old proverb, that one half of the world 
does not know how the other half lives. He commended this deserving cause to 
the sympathy and liberality of his congregants, and hoped that if he had been able 
todraw tears from their eyes he would also have relaxed their reluctant purse 
strings.

The Kev. H. Z. Maccoby delivered a stirring address, which made a great impressioa 
upon the members.

On the proposition of the Chairman, 
second+d by Mr. B. Balaban (the Hon. Sec), a hearty vote of thanks was.accorded 
to the Rev. Mr. Maccoby for his able lecture. The Rev. Mr. Maccoby also preached 
in the afternoon at the New Synagogue on behalf of the local medical charities. 

At the close of his hospital s-rmon delivered last Sunday at the South Manchester 
Synagogue, the Rev. Isidore Simon alluded tothe death of Mrs. Adler.

DURBAN, SOUTH AFRICA. 


On Sunday, 11th of January, there was a large fire at Durban, which hag 
excited more than usual interest and sympathy for the owner of the store con- 
sumed, Mr. P. Wartski, Treasurer of the Durban Hebrew *‘‘ongregation, hag 
usually lent his store in West Street for meetings of the congregation. On the 
Sunday morning the usual quarterly meeting was held at which about twenty-five 
members attended.
